Ottawa, Jan. 13.—The general im- 
pression prevails, as already stated, 
that there will be a session of parlia- 
ment before a general election, and 
that being the case it will be neces- 
sary* to prepare for the bye-elections 
and fill up the vacancies in the Sen- 
ate. 

There are now, seven vacancies in 
the Commons and three in the Sen- 


ats,. and when Mr. Emmerson is 


sworn in there will be eight vacan- 
cies in the Cominons. In his case it 
is not likely that there will be any 
oppesition in Westmoreland. Moncton 
is the principal town in the riding 
and as ic is the headquarters of the 
intercolunial railway it would be 
hopeless as well as vugeless to offer 
any opposition to his return upoh ac- 
cepting a portfoiio. 

The other vacancies in the Com- 
mons are:Bruce East, caused by the 
death of Mr. Cargili; Hochelaga, Mr. 
Madore being appeinted judge; Lamb- 
ton East, owing to the death of Mr. 
Simmons; Montmugny, on account of 
the desth of Mr. Martineau; Queen’s 


p. E. 1. by the death of Mr. Farqu- 
harson: St. James division, Montreal, 
through Mr. Brunet being unseated ; 


and St. John, through the resignation 
of Mr. Blair.
